How lonir to administer nulfa- 
lilam ide to a p atient. 
How to dissolve stones within 
the body so that an op eration is 
Unnecessary. 
The question 
regarding sulfa­ 
nilamide was accentuated by re ­ 
p orts of nose and throat sp ecialists 
who ai'e concerned x '.ith numerous 
infections acquired during swini- 
ming. 
Dr. H. IVTarshall Taylor of Flor­ 
ida has sp ent a lifetime on this 
subject. He p oints out that man 
has (,ne natural means of p ro­ 
tecting himself w hen swimming 
against infection and that is p ro­ 
p er breathing. 
By ex haling thi'ough the nf>se 
while the head i.s under w ater and 
Inhaling through the mouth while 
the head is a bm e the water, the 
sw im m er can m aintain a ))ositi\’e 
air p ressure within the nose. This 
p rotects his sinuses and the tubes 
that p ass from the nose int(j the 
ear from being infected by con­ 
tam inated water. Of gieat imp or­ 
tance. too, is keep ing warm. Ani- 
jnals that sw'im h a \ e a thick layer 
of fat or blubber but the av erage 
h um an being tries to avoid that 
kind of an accumulation. 
In children who rle\ elop ed in­ 
fections of the ear with subsequent 
inflam mations of the membranes 
Ci)\'cring the brain, sulfanilamide 
was fi.und to be life-sa\ ing. 
Befoie the dev elop m ent of sulfa­ 
nilamide seven out of eight cases 
of this kind died. In a more re­ 
cent .‘^eri(*s of 1.5 consecuti\’e cases 
only four of the 15 died. 
The time since tlie de\’elop ment 
of this p roduct has been shfat but 
already the doctors are learning 
th a t suIfanilamide can stop infec­ 
tion. Now they must determ ine 
how long to keep on gix ing the 
sulfanilam ide so that the infec­ 
tion may be comp letely controlled 
befm e the p roduct is discontinued. 
Since this drug is p otent and 
m ay cause harm if wrongly ad­ 
ministered, it is desirable to dis­ 
continue 
administration 
just 
as 
soon as the infection is actually 
un d e r conti’ol. 
The .search continues for m eth­ 
ods of dissohong stone.s within the 
body, thus m aking an op eration 
unnecessary. 
Sp ecialists 
at 
the 
medical association meeting p oint­ 
ed out that there are four common 
typ es of kidney stones with four 
different kinds of chemical com­ 
p osition. 
A ttem p ts to dissolve the stone 
by m aking the urine acid had lit­ 
tle success. Doctors also aie try­ 
ing to introduce a dissohung fiidd 
directly into the kidneys or blad­ 
d e r by p assing a tube. 
In one p atient a solution was 
found to be effectiv e when used 
in this m a n n er and the ex p eri­ 
m ents are continuing with the hop e 
of p ossible success in the near 
future. 
Doctors also called attention in 
their rep orts to the seriousness of 
rheum atic fe\er. Among a thou­ 
sand children— around eight years 
old— who had the fcN er, 314 were 
left without demonstrable damage 
to the heart. 
As they grew older, howe\-er,
